We 
have been involved in the portion of the package, which also 
considers sensors, SIGINT, and human resources.

OSR is preparing a briefing for an NSC meeting on the 
STATINTL monitoring report. [___ kommented that things were shaping 
up for SALT Il. 


d. Admiral Gayler commented on how grateful he was for the 
briefings he has been given during his recent visit. 


e. Mr. Proctor drew attention to the article in Friday's New York 
Times. It is an interview with President Nixon on his plans for his 
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second term, and provides useful insights into what we can expect.
